UNANIMOUS REPOET 


Made fcy the Special Commit- 


tee Appointed to Investigate. 


That After a Thorough Inves- 


tigation It Had Decided the Rich- 


land Company Was the Best. 


Tie city council last night settled 


the natural gas matter for the time 
beiD" by granting a franchise to the 
Bicblancl 
Natural 
Gas Company, 


represented by A. J. Mercer. 


This decision was arrived .at only 


after careful- and 
deliberate con- 


sideration of the matter, and after 
each company had been given every 
opportunity to present its case. The 


T0te was unanimous and there is 
every reason to believe that council 
acted wisely in the matter. 


The gas question was brought up 


early in the meeting by Mr. Stanton, 
who rearl the report of the special 
committee appointed 
by council. 


This report 
was 
very brief. 
It 


stated that after a thorough investi- 
gation the committee unanimously 
recommended that the Richland 
fur- 


nace company be given a franchise. 
This report was signed by A. T. 
Johnson, George Kricker, M..Stanton, 


\V. G. Williams and Frank Moore. 


The committee recommended an 


ordinance which was read the first 
time. It granted the franchise to A. 
J. Mercer, for twenty-five years, the 
maximum 
rate being- 
twenty-five 


cents per 1,000 cubic feet. 
The 


company was to 
deposit 
$1,000 


guarantee that it would have gas in 
Portsmouth by March 1, 1900. 


Mr. Stanton moved a suspension of 


the rules and. that the ordinance be 
read the second time. 


Mayor Glidden wanted a lighting 


provision inserted in the franchise. 
It was stated that 
when people 


bought the gas they could use it for 
what they pleased. 


Mr. Turlcy wanted to know what 


objection tiiere was to granting both 
companies a franchise. 


Mr. Calvin, the young man 
who 


rattles around in a seat from the 
Seventh ward, got gay. "This is a 
strange proceeding, truly" quoth he. 
This is not the ordinance read at 
the last meeting. Is is entirely new, 
Why not, let the others change their 
ordinance? What sort of a scheme is 
ibis?" 
Young Mr. Calvin carried

Mr. W. G, Williami emphatically

claimed that bis company did not 
get a square deal. It was not stated 
last night that they had been given 
a final bear ing, and he was surprised 
to find the report of the committee 
taking tbe form of an ordinance. 
He referred to the newspaper state- 
ments that gas at the well was burn- 
ing at the rate of $15 a minute 
and said that at twenty-five cents a 
one thousand this meant 86,000,000 
cubic feet a day. This was prepos- 
terous, but was a sample of the way 
the RIohland people give out infor- 
mation. Judge Osborne said that 
Mr. Mercer did not claim that the 
well now in existence would furnish 
enough gas for Portsmouth. Tbe 
Kichland field waa now in its exper- 
imental stages. What it will turn 
out the Lord only knows, Mr. Mercer

Washington, May 18.—That tb.6 Fil- 


ipino forces are disintegrating is man- 
ifest from General Otis' cablegram to 
tie war department. 
•'General Lawton, who was push- 
ing the'line of the retreat along the 
Bio Grande, has flung his advance, 
wbloh, at last advices, was resting at 


Miguel, northward ahout 12 miles; 
tiken San leictro, the second insur- 


gent'capital, still pressing the enemy 
north-ward. The fact that he is sus- 
taining few losses in hie forward move- 


N Bleat, although in almost 
continual 


contact • with the enemy, i* proof of 
their utter demoralization. 


According toGeneralOti*' cable, they 


•till- continue to throw up intrench- 
mentB, but General Lawton's strategy 
outflanks each position in turn, keep- 
Ing them in full retreat and giving 
them no opportunity to 
reconstruct 


their scattered forces. It will soon be 
the mountains or the sea for the insur- 
gents. 


The situation of the insurgents is 


desperate. 
MacArthur's division drore 


them back along the line of the rail- 
road to Dagupan on the bay of Ling- 
ayen, as far as Calumpit. All efforts 
to impede his progress by the destruc- 
tion of bridges were frustrated. 
The 


insurgents were forced out of their 
strongest 
positions. 
Simultaneously 


O«aeral Lawton moved to the right in 
a wld» detour toward Norzagaray, the 
eastern limit of open country, with 
the intention of turning the enemy's 
position and crushing him between the 
two columns. 
. Although, unsuccessful ia thtsj the 
tenetny, to make good its escape, was 
compelled t» abandon tha line of re- 
treat along the railroad and retire up 
the Rio Grande. The insurgents, by 
tkis move, 'displayed 
considerable 


adroitness in the art of war, as it 
made it incumbent upon the Ameri- 
cans to get their supplies to the front 
•long a new liae. This had been com- 
paratively easy along the line of the 
railroad which'had been repaired as 
toe troops advanced. 


The chang* in the line of retreat of 


the Filipinos stopped Lawton's ad- 
vance for several days. Supplies were 
sent forward up the Rio Grande in 
cascoes (native barges) under the es- 
cort of the gunboats commanded by 
Major Kobbes. 
The latter was re- 


ported to have 1,500 men with him, 
designed for the reinforcement of Law- 
ton. ThB supplies probably having ar- 
rived at a point 
opposite Law ton, 


whose column had advanced along a 
Jttj^e five miles east and parallel with 
tlie river, were deliversd to him, and 
lie pushed on into San Isldro. 


This cleared the province of Bulacan, 


although the words in General Otis' 
dispatch must not be taken literally 
as meaning that Lawton has "cov- 
ered" all of Bulacan province, but only 
the open country of that province, or 
•11 west of Norzagaray. East of Nor- 
cagaray IB a wall of mountains ex- 
tending to the sea. These mountains 
run directly north on the left flank of 
the Insurgent retreat along the Tal- 
ley of the Rio Grande to about ten 
miles north of San Isidro, where they 
trend westward and form the source of 
that rirer. It Is into the foot hills of 
these mountains that Lawton is now 
driving the scattered and demoralized 
forces of the insurgents. 


To Relieve the Spaniard*. 


Manilla, May 18.—Major Kobbe's col- 


umn reached San Luis, eight miles up 
the Rio Grande, meeting with but 
slight 
opposition. 
One man 
was 


wounded during a brush with the in- 
surgents. At daybreak the Americans 
oegan a further advance toward Can- 
daba, about six miles up the river be- 
yond San Luis. The insurgents along 
General MacArthur's front evacuated 
their positions during the night, pre- 
sumably moving further up the rail- 
road. The Twenty-third infantry has 
sailed on the transport Leon XIII for 
Jolo island to relieve the Spanish gar- 
rison there.
